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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 27 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. The recitation "the resonator package is supported 
at less than all sides of the resonator package" is considered new matter because the 
resonator package is supported by elements 8 and 10 for all sides of the resonator 
package. Although element 8 is called absorbing member in the specification, element 
8 inherently supports the resonator package. The specification does not appear to 
include any description of the absorbing member not providing some support., for 
example, it would appear that the absorbing member would provide some springy 
support since the resonator package is on the absorbing member as described in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 10-13, 16-19, 21-23, and 26-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Takanashi et al., US Pub 2004/01 13708 A1 . 

Regarding claims 1, 26 and 28Takanashi et al. discloses in Figures 1-5 a crystal 
oscillator device comprising: a crystal resonator (45) having a resonator package (41), 
the resonator package including a resonating member and a retaining member (left end 
of 45); a circuit board (32). Figure 5 shows four spaced apart supporting members (55). 
If one of four supporting members is chosen, as the "at least one supporting member", 
for example the only labeled support 55 as shown, then "at least one portion of at least 
one side of the resonator package is not supported by the at least one supporting 
member" because other than 55 as shown are not 55 itself. 

Regarding claims 10-12, Figure 5 shows electronic components on the circuit 
board (32). 

Regarding claims 13, Figure 5 shows four supporting members on the four 
corners which can be viewed as a straight line along one end of the resonator package. 

Regarding claims 16, 23, Figure 1 shows the retaining member (left end of 45) in 
a cantilevered manner. 

Regarding claims 17 and 18, Takanashi et al. discloses that supporting members 
made of a vibration energy absorbing material (Para. [0072]). 
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Regarding claims 19, 21 and 22, the circuit in Figure 5 can be viewed as 
supporting member 55 on right side and absorbing member on left side. This 
arrangement meet the arrangement recited in the claims. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 20 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the best prior art of record, Takanashi et al., taken alone or in combination of 
other references, does not teach or fairly suggest the specific arrangement, as set forth 
in the claim.

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 , 10-13, 16-23, 26, 27, 28 have 
been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
